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“Tf the world hate you, ye know that it hated me before it hated you. 
If ye were of the world, the world would love his own: but because ye are 
not of the world, but I have chosen you out of the world, therefore the 
world hateth you.”—JoHN 15: 18, 19.

You next prate about “Mormonism” being “A System of Lust” and 
that “social purity” is almost an unknown quantity in Utab, and sing 
the old familiar song about polygamy. Don’t you think you could do 
hetter by looking closer to home? If the truth were known you would 
probably find more polygamy (on the European plan) than ever was 
known among the Mormons, (on the patriarchal plan). In fact, you say 
adultery and fornication are destroying the nation. We agree with you 
that these evils exist to an alarming extent, but most emphatically deny 
that there is any more cause, at least, to make the Mormons’ a special 
object of purity work than there is to purify other communities. If 
Mormonism is indeed a monster, as you claim, and if social purity, as you 
assert, is almost unknown among us, then what a horrible condition the 
Mormon people must be in. But stay; the Master says, “By their fruits 
ye shall know them.” Mormonism goes into the entire civilized world, 
and in this age as in the days of Christ, it is the poor, and you will claim 
the ignorant, who embrace it. Very well, Mormonism takes them to a 
place where you claim social purity is almost unknown; what a horrible 
condition these poor ignorant, deluded creatures must be in in a few years. 

Now, listen, Brother Brougher, 90 per cent. of the Morn.dn people live 
in their own homes and upon their own farms. Utah stands equal to 
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Massachusetts, in education, the rate of illiteracy is about 3 per cent.; 
she stands head and shoulders above 90 per cent. of the States in the 
union, when it comes to educational facilities, and until the advent of 
what you call civilization came to Christianize us poor heathens, there 
were no brothels or saloons in Utah. \Alid yet, social purity, you say, is 
almost unknown among us. I leave the public to judge the tree by its 
fruits, and in passing your wholesale libel upon men, women and children, 
will drop you by saying if “from the abundance of the heart the mouth 
speaketh,” to your heart let me say, “thou shalt not lie,” and “thou 
shalt not bear false witness,” while to your mouth let me prescribe soap 
and water. I do not care to discuss polygamy with you because there is 
a law in Tennessee against teaching it, and punishing those who do teach 
it; we should obey the law, and right here let me inform you that the 
twelfth article of our faith reads: We believe in being subject to kings, 
presidents, rulers aud magistrates, in obeying, honoring and sustaining 
the law.” This part of our religion is taught and as carefully kept 
as any other part. However, Roberts will be cast out of the House 
of Representatives, and you ministers who are to receive congratulations 
for accomplishing this mighty victory over B. H. Roberts, should keep 
your sleeves rolled up until you succeed also in banishing the polygamous 
Bible from the national headquarters. The Bible teaches polygamy, and, 
looking through your eye-glasses, is therefore antagonistic to the “purity 
of the American home,” and a law breaker, in the State of Tennessee. I 
enter this complaint against the Divine record, and will now proceed to 
convict the prisoner at the bar. In accusing the Bible of being antagon- 
istic to purity in the American home, by charging that it teaches polyg- 
amy, [ ask that, in addition to the evidence which I shall produce, all the 
evidence introduced against Roberts be accepted and made a part of the 
case. Now, if I can establish that the Bible is a teacher of polygamy, I 
contend 1 have made my case, and ask that the law be enforced and the 
offending parts of the Bible cast out. 

Abraham was a polygamist and the friend of God. God knew he was 
a polygamist when He made him His friend. Jacob had four wives and 
their polygamous sons, we are informed, are to be honored by having 
their names inscribed over the pearly gates of the beautiful city. Sup- 
pose you were to fool Saint Peter and get into heaven, how would you 
feel clasped to the bosom of the polygamous Abraham? Do you suppose 
you can sufficiently humble yourself to go in at one of those polygamous 
gates and mingle with the polygamous sons of Jacob? Moses had more 
than one wife and yet he was a Prophet of God. Just think of a polyga- 
mist leading the chosen people of the Lord. All the Judges of Israel and 
all her chosen kings which were appointed by God, including Saul, David 
and Solomon, were polygamists, and the descendants of these polygamists 
were highly honored of the Lord. The Prophet Samuel and even Jesus 
our Savior came through polygamous lineage. The Bible also says that 
polygamous relations shall exist in the last days when men would become. 
decimated, that their scarcity would cause seven women to take hold of 
one man and desire to be called by his name to take away their reproach. 
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Isa. 4: 1. Are we not informed that David did not sin except in the case 
of Uriah the Hittite? Did not the Lord, when Solomon abused the com- 
mandments of the Lord, take all of that great king’s wives away from him 
and give them to Nathan? [If all these parties could find favor with God, 
although they were polygamists and God knew it, would it be unscriptural 
to believe that polygamists might find favor with our Heavenly Father in 
these days? The Bible does not say that we shall have no more than one 
wife, and can we get anything else out of these instances than that the 
Bible sanctions polygamy? Of course you will say that Paul says a bishop 
is to be the husband of one wife, but we ask does he say a bishop cannot 
have more than one wife? Now from these passages of scripture I ask 
that the prisoner, the Bible, be convicted and be punished under the laws 
of Tennessee. 

We are charged with being “Disloyal and un-American.” To substan- 
tiate this statement would you bring forth the record of the famous Utah 
batteries in the Philippines? Or would you point to the Mormon battalion 
in the war with Mexico or to the raising of the stars and stripes on Ensign 
Peak, when the Mormon Pioneers entered Salt Lake valley? Kindly fur- 
nish proof. Your rule of faith and practice says “by their fruits ye shall 
know them”. and we are perfectly willing to be judged * that rule, in 
loyalty as in all other things. : 

To create a greater impression upon your hearers, I am dhs informed, 
that you said we would be willing to pay the railroad fare of any of the 
fair mothers and daughters of this land to Utah, if they could but be 
induced to identify themselves with this “monstrous and destroying 
system.” Did you believe that when you said it? We again ask for 
proof. Remember that the burden of proof falls on the accuser. This 
is only another of the falsehoods circulated about the Latter-day Saints, 
and you cannot point to a single instance. We do not coax, or persuade, 
or inveigle people into our church. We lay before them the principles of 
the Gospel, and if they want to accept them, all well and good, we rejoice 
over it, butif they do not choose to accept them, we do not send them to the 
bottom of a bottomless pit, there to fall into a lake of fire and brimstone 
and burn, and “sizzle” and fry forever and forever. Your hell is as big a 
monstrosity as your god. Incowprehensible, unfathomable, beyond the 
bounds of time and space, reason and everything else. 

I must not forget the preface of your remarks to the effect that there 
were some things about the “Mormon” church that must be given up 
before it could be looked upon asa Christian church. What constitutes 
a Christian? Is it not one who lives up to the gospel of Christ? We are 
very anxious to be set right; if we are wrong, we would like you to take 
your “rule of faith and practice” and point out to us wherein we differ 
from the Bible. I have made somewhat of a study of the teachings of 
our Savior, and would be pleased to have you answer the following ques- 
tions, keeping in view the injunction of Isaiah, “To the law and to the 
testimony and if they speak not accordiog to these words it is because 
there is no light in them; also the word of Paul to the Galatian saints to 
the effect, if any man preach any other gospel than that which he 
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preached, let him be accursed.” First, where does the Bible give you 
authority to call your church “The First Baptist”? In Ephesians 5: 23-24, 
it is recorded as wives take husbands’ names, so church takes Savior's 
name (Jesus Christ); how do you harmonise that passage with the name 
of your church? Can you find any other name given God’s people than 
“gaints” of the most high? Who called you to preach? Paul says, Heb. 
5: 4, “and no man taketh this honor unto himself but he that is called of 
God as was Aaron.“ Remember Paul says “no man, and you know 
Aaron was called by revelation through a prophet of God, were you called 
by a prophet of God? If you say the Bible gives you authority to preach, 
then “any man” can get a Bible and thereby have authority to preach, 
baptize and minister in the ordinances of the Gospel. 

On the same principle, and with as much propriety, I could purchase 
a law book and set myself up to be a justice of the peace, or governor of 
Tennessee. Is this not so? “Now therefore ye are no more strangers and 
foreigners, but fellow-citizens with the saints, and of the household of 
God; and are built upon the foundation of the apostles and prophets, 
Jesus Christ Himself being the chief corner-stone in whom all the building 
fitly framed together groweth into an holy temple in the Lord.” (Eph. 2: 
19-21.) No one will dispute that the foundation of apostles and prophets 
is revelation. Christ said to Peter: “Upon this rock I will build my 
church, and the gates of hell shall not prevail against it.” Is your church 
founded on revelation—living, modern, and not dead? “And He gave 
some, apostles; and some, prophets; and some, evangelists; and some, 
pastors and teachers; for the perfecting of the saints, for the work of tbe 
ministry, for the edifying of the body of Christ; till we all come in the 
unity of the faith, and of the knowledge of the son of God,” etc. (Eph. 4.) 
Have you prophets and apostles in your church? These officers were to 
remain in the church until “we all” come to a unity of the faith. Are 
we toa unity? Surely you and | are not in a unity of the faith, and what 
about the hundreds of other denominations claiming to be the true 
followers of Christ? Do we need perfecting and edifying? If so, we 
must need prophets, and apostles, and all the other officers mentioned by 
Paul, to perfect us, and to keep us from being driven and tossed to and 
fro by every wind of doctrine. Can you find any scripture changing this 
order of things? You cannot. ; 

Do you believe that signs shall follow the believers as recorded in Mark, 
16th chapter? We have no record of this promise to the believers being 
repealed, and Paul says (I Cor. 13th chapter) that spiritual gifts were to 
remain in the church until that which is perfect is come. Has perfection 
come? Peter says (Acts 2: 38) that Baptism is for the remission of sins. 
Do you believe it? 

You teach that baptism is not essential to salvation and that it is only 
an outward sign of an inward grace. Jesus says, Mark 16: 16: He that 
believeth and is baptized shal] be saved; but he that believeth not (and 
consequently is not baptized) shall be damned.” 

Peter commanded the people on the day of Pentecost to be baptized. 
Peter was the chief apostle and had the power to bind on earth and it 
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should be bound in heaven. Does this not make baptism a command of 
God? If it is a command of God is it not essential to salvation? If this 
is not essential, why not do away with that part of the commission which 
commands His disciples to go and preach? Are you sure the of 
your church are in strict acoord with the Divine record! 

James says, 5: 14-15: “Is any sick among you, let him call for the 
elders of the church; and let them pray over him, anointing him with oil 
in the name of the Lord; and the prayers of faith shall save the sick, and 
the Lord shall raise him up; and if he have committed sins, they shall be 
forgiven him.” Do you call for the elders? You took for your subject 
last night: “If Christ should come to Chattanooga, where would He go!“ 
Now, Brother Brougher, stand up. If He should come, where would he 
go? He commanded that His gospel should be made free and His minis- 
ters should travel without purse or scrip. If He were hunting for His 
friends, would He call upon those who preach for hire and divine for 
money? He promised certain blessings to believers. Would He call upon 
those who declare that His promises have fallen to the ground unfulfilled, 
and that the blessings do not follow the believers? He has placed apos- 
tles and prophets in the church, with a decree that they should remain 
until we all come to the unity of the faith. Would He call those His 
friends who declare “they are no longer needed and are not to remain 
until we all come to a unity of the faith?” He told the generation to 
whom He came (1800 years ago) that their great sin consisted in worship- 
ing dead prophets while they persecuted those who believed in living 
oracles. Would He call on those who engage in the same business to-day? 
He never resorted to abuse for an argument. If He came would He love 
those who do? He was not a character assassin. Would he love those 
who are? But stay, we do not know where He would go, or who He 
would call upon because when He was here before He said: “I came not 
to call the righteous, but sinners to repentance,” and He might say that 
His mission was not entirely finished, so we cannot tel] where He would 
go, and so you might see him. Now, Brother Brougher, just a word. Did 
you ever listen to an argument against “Mormons” from the standpoint 
of scripture and reason? No, you never have and you never will. Did it 
ever occur to you that it was a most cowardly ambition which induces you 
to attack a party in a place and at a time when retaliation would have 
been anything but decent? If so, will you grant us the privilege of de- 
fending ourselves; from the pulpit and before that congregation which 
was 10 disgraced by your tirade on Sunday evening! 

Now, in conclusion let me say that we are not here to stir up strife) but 
we propose to defend ourselves whenever attacked, so I close, wishing 
New Lear.

FOLLOWING “MORMONISM” 


Tue Wilkesbane Union Leader learns that Rev. Dr. Edward Everett 
Hale, who is about to retire from the pastorate of the South Congrega- 
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tional church of Boston, bas introduced an innovation at the communion 
service, which is no less than the substitution of water for wine. 

The reasons given for the change are several. Dr. Hale argues that it 
is not essential to the Sacrament that wine should be used. The reason, 
he thinks, why the juice of the grape was selected by our Savior was this, 
that wine was the common drink of the country at that time, and not ite 
particular suitability asasacredemblem. Water, he asserts, is the common 
drink of this country, and it should therefore be used in the Sacrament. 
It is the most natural fluid to put upon our communion tables. 

It is further asserted that many persons find wine, even in the smallest 
quantity a temptation and snare tothem. Some of them feel that they 
cannot conscientiously partake of the Sacrament, as Jong as in it is offered 
an intoxicating drink, and Dr. Hale believes the church should remove 
every stumbling block in the road of those who may be weak and easily 
led astray. 

The matter is worth mentioning as another instance of the “Christian” 
world slowly but surely following in the track of the Church. The Latter- 
day Saints have for years renewed their covenant; by partaking of God's 
pure water in the Sacramental cup, instead of the adulterated fluid sold 
under the name of wine. The Saints have at times been ridiculed for 
this, but it appears notwithstanding that their example has had its influ- 
ence upon the world. 

It has often been noticed that “Mormonism,” though everywhere gain- 
said, is one of the great powers of the world to-day. Gradually it modifies 
theology, both theoretical and practical, and causes ideas of truth, liberty, 
and justice to be sown broadcast among the children of men. Judging 
from the results already seen it is safe to say that it is only a question of 
time till the world again will find that “the stone which the builders re- 
jected, the same is become the head of the corner.”— Deseret News. 


CAUSED A SENSATION. 


NEWSPAPERS in various parts of the country are commenting on the 
fact that some of the larger denominations are actually decreasing; or in 
a state of stagnation. But seldom. have “Christian” ministers had the 
situation brought home to them with greater force than was the case 
last Monday night in San Francisco, when Rolla V. Watt, a prominent 
Methodist, read a paper before the Ministerial association, entitled “From 
the Pew.” 

As reported i in the Call of March 13, he stated that after ast years of 
Methodism in San Francisco, there are less than 3,000 in that church, and 
less than 30,000 of all Protestant churches, out of a population of 300,000. 
Often, he said, the church treasury is empty and the bank account over- 
drawn, because “we provide for everything else before setting aside any- 
thing for God’s work.” He charged the ministers in the pulpit with 

“carlessness in thought, in expression and in manner.” Then the speaker 
went for the high officials, He said: | + 
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“The bishops have almost despotic control of 18,000 Methodist preachers, 
fixing their places of residence and therefore approximately fixing their 
salaries. This autocratic power, which is sometimes used arbitrarily, is 
as a lash held over the back, and few men have the temerity to call the 
bishop to account.” | 


Talk of despotism in the Church of Latter-day Saints! Hear Mr. Watt 
on the Methodiste: 


“There is in our church an aristocracy of officialism. These men hobnob 
together, confer with each other and in all respects act as if they were the 
masters of the situation, and as a matter of fact they really are. The most 
dominant men in general conference are general conference officers. The 
largely — and control legislation and, worst of all, pass upon their 
own work. 


The speaker concluded as follows: 


“So long as the laity is careless of its obligations, personal service and 
money contributions; so long as the clergy seek convenience and income; 
so long as official life is preferred to the ministry: so long as bishops shun 
a residence in a hard field because it is hard; so long as our religion 
does not make us different in motive; so long we have little reason to 
hope for progress. We are mutually responsible for the present situation. 
Unfortunately, there is a decay of faith, a decrease of vital godliness, of 
religion in the home. This fact we must recognize. If it were not so 
our church would not be living a miserable existence in this city after 
forty years of endeavor and losing ground everywhere.” 


The Call says the address created a sensation, and thisis easy to believe. 
The Master himself created a sensation when He drove from the Temple 
ground those who had made merchandise of the ordinances of the Almighty. 
Modern churches are in no sense any cleaner than were the sacred pre- 
cinote at that time, and any effort to set matters in order is sure to cause 
a sensation among those who continually cry, “Peace, peace!” although 
there is none.— Deseret News. |

MORMON EXCLUSIVENESS. 


AmoncG the numerous accusations made against the Latter-day Saints 
is that of exclusiveness. It is charged that they left the borders of civili- 
zation and made their homes in the heart of the Awerican desert for the 
purpose of setting up a government of their own, but the history of that 
exodus and of the conditions that followed, place the brand of falsehood 
upon all such accusations. They would gladly have remained in their 
hard-earned homes in the Missouri had they been allowed peaceably to do 
so, but border ruffians, led on by disgruntled preachers, who imagined their 
craft in danger by the practices of the Saints in preaching without money 
and without price, robbed and plundered them, burned their homes over 
their heads, murdered many and imprisoned others on false charges of 
disloyalty and finally drove them out in the severe winter to seek shelter 
as best they could, many without shoes, whose course could be traced by 
the blood-stains on the frozen ground. Numbers were buried by the way- 
side before they found rest on the hospitable soil of Illinois. Here 
they built the beautiful city of Nauvoo, but their rest was of short dura- 
tion, for their old enemies of Missouri soon aroused enmity in the sur- 
rounding neighborhood by false representation and blood curdling stories 
to hide their own perfidy and lawlessness. 

Malicious prosecutions were instituted,and the leader of the Saints, 
Joseph Smith, and his brother Hy: um were cruelly murdered while under 
the pledged protection of the governor of the State. After this the whole 
people were forced ag-in to abandon their homes on the threat of exter- 
mination if they did not leave the state. 

Appeals for protection were made to the highest authorities of both the 
State and the nation, but no response being made, the only alternative 
was to seek a new home among the roaming savages, whom they fuund to 
possess equal if not superior mercy to the white savages they had left 
behind. Where could they go with safety except b. yond the bounds of 
a nominal though false civi zou! On the one hand the bayonet and 
torch, on the other the wilds of the western deserts. They did as others 
would have dune, of two evils chose the lca-t; and in the words of one 
of the most noted of those brave pioneers, “They went willingly because 
they were obliged to go.” 

At this time the patriotism of the Saints was put to such a test as 
should forever close the mouths of those who accuse them of disloyalty. 
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While they were encamped at various points in the wilds of western Iowa, 
homeless and friendless, striving to wrest from the soil the wherewith 
to appease their hunger, a demand was made on them for 500 men to fight 
for their country against Mexico. There was no hesitation, the men were 
furnished although their families were left without shelter or the neces- 
saries of life, to the tender mercies of their co-religionists who were as bad 
off as themselves, trusting to Him who will not let a sparrow fall to the 
ground without his notice. 

The following spring a company of pioneers turned their backs on their 
former homes and set out towards the land of sunset. They reached the 
valley of the Great Salt Lake on the 24th of July, 1847, and notwith- 
standing they were on Mexican soil and the people of their own country 
had refused or neglected to protect them, they immediately raised the 
United States flag on Ensign Peak, overlooking the site where Salt Lake 
City is now located. Does history record a parallel case—such an unselfish 
exhibition of patriotism under so discouraging conditions? The nearest 
is the case of the Puritans who landed on the shores of New England in 
1620. 

Before leaving Nauvoo a written appeal for protection was made to the 
governors of all the States in the Union, asking for refuge within their 
borders, but only one deigned to reply, the Governor of Arkansas, and he 
expressed his inability to protect them within the borders of bis State. A 
similar appeal was made to Martin Van Buren, President of the United 
States, when he made the memorable reply: “Your cause is just, but I 
can do nothing for you.” 

Would it not be expecting more than human powers of that people, to 
think that they would or should have any desire to affiliate with their 
persecutors, or even with those who, flaunting the Constitution of the 
United States with its clause proclaiming religous liberty, possessed not 
sufficient moral courage to even raise their voices in protest against the 
mobbings and drivings of an innocent people simply for their religous 
belief? Could it be expected that they could even stifle all feelings of 
resentment, with all these scenes so vividly impressed on the memory? 
If such were expected, there could be no higher encomium offered to that 
people, for it would be to place them on a parallel with the Savior on the 
Cross when He prayed, “Father, forgive them for they know not what 
they do.” 

Is it any cause for surprise that those red handed assaesins of Missouri and 
Illinois should circulate all manner uf falsehood to blacken the character of 
the Saints in order to hide from the world the stains of blood and rapine 
that bore so heavily on their consciences? Yet with all this, it is doubtful 
whether a people could be found more ready to forgive their enemies, for 
in 1850, hundreds of gold-seekers from Missouri and Illinois on their way 
to California would have perished in the deserts but for the assistance of 
the “Mormons” in their half-way station in the Mountains. 

Their suff-rings have taught them valuable lessons in religious toleration 
and driven from them all inclination to oppose any man on account of his 


religious belief; and so far are they from being the exclusive people they

‘SCOTTISH CONFERENCE. 


Tux Scottish Conference of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints was held on Sunday, May 27, 1900. We were favored with the 
presence of Platte D. Lyman and Henry W. Naisbitt, of the European 
Presidency; President F. A. Mitchell, Elders Christopher and Joseph

James H. Holland and Wm. 8. Lochhead, in Aberdeen; Geo. Bowman and 
Thos. McMaster, in Dundee; David N. Low and Raymond Thompson, in 
Govan; William Gould and Robert Crosbie, in Motherwell; Thomas Kerr 
and Wm. Cameron in Uddingston. 

The following statistical report for the past six months was then 
read: Missionaries from Zion—High Priests, 1; Seventies, 22; Lady 
Missionaries, 3. Local Priesthood—Elders, 29; Priests, 13; Teachers, 16; 
Deacons, 10; members, 257; children under eight years of age, 117; total 
number of souls, 442. Tracts distributed—from door to door, 73,691; at 
open air meetings and otherwise, 4,683. Books distributed—sold, 17; 
loaned, 108; given away, 43. Pamphlets distributed—sold, 48; loaned, 63; 
given away, 92. Strangers’ houses visited—with first tract only, 28,183; 
by first invitation, 185; by re-invitation, 403. Gospel conversations, 1,417. 
Meetings held—hall, 199; cottage, 125; open-air, 152; Sunday school ses- 
sions, 11; Bible class, 11; Priesthood meetings, 14; Relief society, 4. Bap- 
tismse—new members, 9; children of members, 4; confirmations, 13; ordin- 
ations, 2; children blessed—of members, 9; of non- members, 2. Emigrated 
—over 8 years of age, 15; under eight years of age, 7. Died,1; excommu- 
nicated, 2. * 

Elder John S. Smith spoke upon the first principles of the Gospel, and 
concluded by bearing an earnest testimony of the divinity of the work.

His appreciation of Scottish character, and of 
the Scottish martyrs was deep rooted. Sister Josephine Booth spoke for 
a short time on the women of Utah, and of the restoration of the Gospel.

The speakers at the evening meeting were Liza Chipman, Mary Frame 
and Platte D. Lyman. The former spoke on the ladies’ organizations in 
Utah, the persecution of the Saints and their exodus across the desert. 
The second speaker spoke on the history of Saul. President Lyman spoke 
upon universal salvation and its character, also the unity of purpose in 
the Gospel, its power, its extent and nature, the prevalent ideas concern- 
ing Mormonism, and the necessity for investigation without prejudice.
